county,  New  York,  in  an  Ox-drawn  covered  wagon, 
and  after  months  of  slow  traveling,  they  crossed  the  great 
Mississippi  River  and  found  here  in  Northern  Iowa  the  lo¬ 
cation  of  their  dreams.

In  the  covered  wagon,  and  counted  as  the  familys  most 
prized  possessions,  were  hardy  perennial  flowering  plants, 
seeds,  etc.  for  the  planting  of  the  new  western  home.  Such 
was  the  beginning  of  the  Gardner  Nurseries,  now  being  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  third  generation  of  decendents  of  this  truly 
pioneer  horticulturist. 

At  the  close  of  the  Civil  War,  Charles  F.  Gardner  became 
associated  with  his  father  and  started  the  work  of  fruit  and 
flower  breeding  and  propagation,  in  which  he  was  very  suc¬ 
cessful.  He  was  the  first  person  to  grow  Evergreens  from 
seed,  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  Thousands  of  Evergreen 
groves,  Orchards,  and  Landscape  Plantings,  scattered  over 
the  middle  west,  stand  today  as  a  memorial  to  the  energy 
and  zeal  of  his  horticultural  efforts.

ROCK  GARDENS  AND 
LILY  POOLS 

The  planning  and  making  of  a 
Rock  Garden  is  the  most  fascinat¬ 
ing  of  all  garden  activities.  One 
reason  for  this  is  that  the  Rock 
Garden  does  not  have  to  be  made 
or  planted  at  any  certain  time  of  the  year 
nor  does  it  have  to  be  completed  at  one 
planting.  In  fact,  the  Rock  Gardens  that 
are  giving  their  owners  the  most  enjoy¬ 
ment  are  those  that  are  never  completely 
finished,  but  where  there  is  always  room 
to  add  some  rare  Alpine  plant  or  a  new

place  for  a  Bird  Bath  or  Lily  Pool  in  nearly  every  Rock  Garden.  Water  gar¬ 
dening  is  also  very  fascinating.

DISTANCE  FOR  PLANTING.  Most  Perennials  do  best 
when  grouped  together  with  plants  6  to  12  inches  apart.  If 
set  in  rows  across  a  bed,  have  the  plants  about  8  inches  a- 
part  in  rows  and  the  rows  12  to  15  inches  apart.  If  single  hedge  row  or  bor¬ 
der  effect  is  wanted,  either  set  a  single  or  double  row  with  plants  8  inches 

Sart  alternate.  Where  a  single  clump  effect  is  wanted  it  is  better  to  set 
ree  to  five  plants  4  to  6  inches  apart,  so  that  they  will  grow  together  and 
give  the  effect  of  one  large  plant.  In  planning  where  to  set  your  plants.

notice  the  heights  given  after  name  ot  each  variety.  This  is  average  ultimate 
height  of  plants  when  in  blossom.  Then  plan  to  set  the  larger  growing  var¬ 
ieties  in  background  and  the  smaller  sorts  in  front. 

TRANSPLANTING  AND  CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS. 
Perennial  plants  should  be  set  into  the  ground  the  same  depth 
or  just  a  trifle  deeper  than  they  stood  in  nurseries.  Dig  holes 
deep  enough  so  that  the  roots  of  the  plants  can  go  straight  down  into  the 
soil  to  their  full  length.  We  advise  the  use  of  Peat  Humus  for  putting  in 
holes  around  bottom  part  of  roots.  A  good  way  to  do  is  to  dig  hole,  place 
plant  in  position,  throw  in  a  handful  of  Peat,  fill  in  earth  up  to  within  an 
inch  or  so  of  ground  level.  Then  fill  hole  with  water  and  let  it  soak  away. 
Then  fill  in  with  earth  to  ground  level,  firming  and  smoothing  soil  with 
hands.  If  hot  and  dry  weather  conditions  prevail  when  plants  are  set,  shade 
for  a  few  days  until  they  become  established.  Complete  Transplanting  and 
Cultural  directions  are  sent  with  each  shipment  from  our  Nurseries.
